A fan (4) is arranged on a side of 
the converter and interacts with a housing (5) for directing cooling air to cooling 
ribs (3) of the converter and subsequently to cooling ribs (7) of the motor. 

The above-identified application discloses and claims an invention 
patentable over this prior art.
